LODGING HOUSE LISTS USEFUL 


A clean sweep of the judges and clerks 
of election in the Highteenth ward will be 
made by the board of election commission- 
ere as a result of disclosures last night that 
names of dead men and others who have 
moved from the city were voted in the alder- 
manic primries. 

All the precinct officials were subpoenaed 
before the board and after being confronted 
with prpofs of the vote frauds were given a 
severe grilling’ by Commissioner Anthony 
Czarnecki, who with Commissioner Howard 
S. Taylor, conducted the inquiry. 

A report of the findings will be made to 
County Judge Owens. 

The drastic action of the board is the first 
in a serie’ of investigations that will be 
made of alleged fraudulent voting and reg- 
istration from lodging houses. The Dight- 
eenth ward has been notorious for padded 
lists and repeating. 


Give Unsatisfactory Testimony, 

The judges: and clerks examined by. the 
com missioners gave unsatisfactory testimony 
in many instances and showed a lack of care 
in examining voters afterwards discovered 
to be repeaters by the board's special corps 
of investigators who unearthed the fraud. 

Some of the officials have been sérviny in 
the precincte for many years and not a few 
of them displayed a keen knowledge of the 
election laws. Others indicated ignorance of 
t was expected of them. ä 
a % lodging house affidavite were used 
with good effect by the commissloners in 
checking up the canvasses made by the 
clerks, who admitted they had taken the 
word of employés of lodging houses that the 
registered voters resided there. 


Show Dead Men Were Voted. 

It was during the quigzing of the judges 
and clerks of the Tweifth, Thirteenth, Four- 
teenth, and Nineteenth precincts that the 
commissioners developed that the names of 


but the officials failed to remember any of 
the incidents. 

In the Twelfth precinct suspect notices 
were sent out to 145 persons following the 
registration, only one of whom “made good. 
as one of the judges expressed it. In the 
Thirteenth precinct 376 suspect notices were 
mailed, only thirty-six voters qualifying. 

Laxity in the canvass of the precincts by 
the clerks also was disclosed. Inthe Twelfth 
precinct the vote of John Cosgrove was reg- 
jetered from 122 North Halsted street. It 
was shown that he died five months ago. 
Samuel Wok, 121 North Halsted street, tes- 
tified to Cosgrove's death. 

None of the judges and clerks in the pre- 
efnct could tell who voted Cosgrove’s name, 
although it was taken from the register at 
the revision. : 


Judges and Clerks on Carpet. 

Edward Kelly, 806 West Madison street, 
Democratic judge, and P. 8. Rose, 846 West 
Madison street, Republican clerk, and Wu- 
liam M. Stewart, 800 Washington boulevard, 
Democratic clerk, all of the Twelfth pre- 
cinct, were the first to be interrogated by 
the commissioners.

At the Ironsides hotel, 661 West Madison 
street, seventy-eight suspect notices were 
sent out. Only five qualified, and three of 
those listed were found to be dead.

Supreme Court Holds Grand Trunk Not

Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Special.}— 
Under a decision of the Supreme court today 
the doctrine of contributory negligence on 
the part of a fellow servant will serve to 
absolve the Grand Trunk Railway company 
from obligation to pay damages for the ac- 
cidental death of an employé in its Chicago 
yards.

tional canvassing board. 
Dixon’s Reply to Taft.

PARIS, March 18.—The independent salon 
has been the first to open and is again housed 
in temporary sheds beside the river Seine and 
near the Alma bridge. The new rule limiting 
exhibitors to three works each has had the 
effect of cutting the number of rooms given 
over to the exhibition from fifty-eight to forty- 
three. The number of exhibits this year is 
3,562, as compared with 6,745 a year ago.

The Gulf Oyster. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

EW ORLEANS, La., March 17.—We were 
hardly settled in the through train that 
should take us to the Crescent city be- 
fore old acquaintances and new— birds of 
passage flitting to Panama or into the 

southwest, and some whose destination was 
New Orleans— began to tell us of the gulf 
oyster, to their minds the sweetest and most 
delicious oyster in the world. Travelers for 
days and night, especially if belated, and an- 
noyed by limited eating accommodations, have 
as much time to think about things to eat as 
people at health resorts who think and talk 
of little else, so what a subject was this for 
one of eating interests to draw fellow travelers 
into a discussion of it! 

We hear of roasted gulf oysters dressed with 
chives, that taste like the finest beefsteak in 
the world. A man describes the most wonder- 
ful oyster stew in the world, which is made in 
New Orleans, where women may not well go 
because they have to sit on a stool to eat it, 
and to see a woman sit on a stool to eat would 
be to the southerner a sacrilege. Under such 
circumstances was there any need of my ask- 
ing the name of the place where this stew 
could be eaten? We did not ask, and we were 
not told. Two chafing dishes on the counter 
with butter in one and milk to boil in the 
ether; to the butter add the oyster liquor; 
then the oysters; then the hot milk and the 
seasoning, including some of the only true 
tabasco sauce, that of New Iberia. This was 
all there was to the process, yet, said my in- 
formant, you could never make a stew like 
this in a thousand years in your own kitchen, 


Who can question but that to see this stew 
made before your eyes, in the city where you 
may see oysters along the sidewalk still reek- 
ing of their native element—in baskets and 
bins and on branches—would give a flavor of 
suggestion for its enhancing in the mind's 
eye unequaled by the effct of tabasco, thyme, 
shallot, or chervil to the palate. 

Once in New Orleans we hasten for our first - 
luncheon to Restaurant de la Louisiane—the 
Louisiane for short—and there we find that 
we can have oysters Rockefeller, oyters Lou- 
isiane, oysters brochette, oysters marieniere, 
oysters on the half shell, fried oysters, and, of 
course, oyster cocktail. It is a wonder that 
there is no oyster Mars’ Henry at the Lou-, 
isiane, for here originated banana A la Mars’

here on his recurring visits to New Orleans.

Joe Agler, Aspirant for Chance’s Job, 
Another Collegian to Enter Game.

OBILE. Ala., March 18.— [Special! 

Among the many Cub recruits who 

have been inside the halls of insti- 

tutions of learning and have prof- 

ited there in more ways than one 
is Joseph Abraham Agler, strong candidate 
for first base if Manager Chance finds he 
cannot come back to his old job. 

Agier was a student at Wooster univer- 
sity, at Wooster, O., for one year, during 
which he pitched the varsity nine into many 
a victory it could not have Won without him. 
Although primarily a pitcher, Agler took 
the regular studies prescribed for freshmen 
and was something of a bear in mathematics 
and physics. But in his first year he threw 
his arm out,while pitching, and that made 
his tuition for the following year come a iit- 
tle higher. So he decided to quit the classic 
halis of learning rather than emerge from 
them proud but poor, and to turn his atten- 
tion to the diamond trade immediately. 

Finding his pitching arm gone, so far as 
curving the ball was concerned, Agler turned 
to first base and earned a place there without 
waiting long to get it. In 1907, the year after 
his tuition at Wooster was raised, Agter 
joined the Lansing team of the Southern 
Michigan league as a first baser. He made 
good enough to be taken by Wheeling in the 
spring of 1908, but the West Virginians did 
not keep him. He was let out to the Spring- 
field team of the Ohio State league and fin- 
ished that season with an independent team 
in Ashland, O. 

. 

In 1909 Canton grabbed Agler, then a free 

agent; for its Ohio and Pennsylvania league 
outfit, and he made so much noise that the 
Newark team drafted him in the fall. For 
two years he played in the Eastern, now the 
International league, all the time with New- 
ark under Joe McGinnity as manager. 

Never a heavy batsman, Agier proved a 
whirlwind in flelding, and, being left hand- 
ed, he soon earned the reputation of being a 
second Hal Chase as a fielder. In action 
Agier considerably resembles the Highland 
first baseman: He is not as tall and lacks 
some of Chase's length of arm, but he is 
just as handy with his mitt. Anything with- 
in reach is pretty sure to be trapped by Agler, 
no matter whether it is high. wide, or low. 
He is almost equally sure of catching a throw 
to his right as one to his left, and seldom 
does a low throw elude him, whether it comes 
to him on the pickup, the three-quarters, or

When Manager Chance despaired of re- 
turning to first base last season Scout George 
Huff was sent out to find a left handed first 
baseman who was as great a fielder as Hal 
Chase and was leading his league in batting. 
After a few days of silence Huff wrote to 
President Murphy that he had found a man 
who answered the description exactly. After 
several pages of panegyrics Huff gave the 
man's name, It was Sir Jacob Beckley, then 
managing Hannibal, Mo., and setting the 
Central association afire. Not long after- 
ward Huff wrote a serious letter telling the 
Cub magnate about Joe As ler. 


~~ 

The Newark first baseman answered all 
the requirements except that he was not 
leading his league in hitting. Agler then was 
batting around 280 in the Eastern and that 
is not as high as tradition says a major 
league first baseman ought to bat. Never- 
theless Huff hung around New York all 
through one of the Cubs’ series with the 
Giants and Brooklyn last summer Every 
day he went over to the Jersey side to watch 
Atler He reported that he could find no 
possible fault with his fielding and could not 
understand why he did not run up a better 
batting average. Agler had no batting fault 
and has disclosed none in the spring train- 
ing, but his mark with Newark last season 
was only 259 in 140 games. In addition he 
obtained eighty-two bases on balls, a feat 
that was surpassed by only one player in the 
league, and that player took part in 154 
He stole twenty-five bases. 

Agler bats as he throws, left handed, and 
it was the opinion of the Cub scout that he 
was liable to hit as well, if not better, in the 
National league as in the minor circuit, for 
he was not easily fooled by the pitchers. He 
may duplicate the feat of the late Jimmy 
Doyle, who batted many points better last 
year than he did in the American association 
the year before, On that combination of 
reasoning Agler was purchased from the 
Newark club at a price which was not dis- 
close, but which included some players, of 
whom William Collins was one. 

Agler is a native of Ohio, born in Beach 
City, near Canton, in 1889. That makes him 
22 years old. He has been married four years 
to an Ohto girl who is one of the principal 
reasons why he did not complete his col- 
legiate course at Wooster.

EXCEPTIONS NOT CONVINCING, 


C. L. R. writes: “The argument ae to 
small families versus large families has an- 
other side to it which does not mean pre- 
cisely what the argument would, at first 
sight, seem to indicate. I Shall first give 
the argument, or, rather, a few fects, and 
then point to the real meaning, as distin- 
guished from the apparent meaning. In a 
surprising number of cases the eminent man 
has been the youngest, or almost the young- 
est, child of a large family. Franklin was 
the fifteenth child; Josiah Wedgwood was 
the eleventh child; Thomas Young, the tenth 
child; John Hunter and many others were 
the ends of large families. If these families 
had been curtailed to make small families, 
these eminent men would not have been 
born; and the list, when extended, includes 
many hundreds of men who have been of the 
most use to the world and have contributed 
most to its progress. Apparently this means 
that the large family is desirable, but when 
investigated further it fe found that there 
is something else than mere largeness of 
family which is desirable. The really emi- 
nent persons are nearly all born when their 
parents are of more than mature age: In fact, 
when their fathers are comparatively old. 
But on investigating still further it is found 
that age of itself is not the real thing, any 
more than mere largeness of family is the 
real thing. Both are incidental to the pro- 
duction of the real thing, and that real thing 
is energy accumulated by work performed 
before reproduction takes place. Age in par- 
ents is time, which is always a factor of 
energy, and the large family is simply the 
commonest means by which children are pre- 
duced late in the lives of their parents. An 
analysia of the few exceptional cases in 
which eminent men have come from com- 
paratively young parents shows that the 
process of accumulating energy is one which 
extends back through generations. Asa col- 
lateral on this investigation it is found that 
as long as parents retain their health and 
strength, the older they are when their chil- 
dren are born, the longer is the norma! life 
of those children. This has à direct bearing 
on what youere teaching.“ 


REPLY. 

Some studies made in Chicago show that the 
children of immature parents are fot healthy and 
strong. Studies of children born to old parents 
show them not to be strong. The strongest chil- 
dren are those born to parents in the years of 
strength. The citation of seeming exceptions is 
not convincing, because we must stand by aver- 
ages, and also because, as Havelock Pilis hes 
shown, great genius is closely related te mental 
defects.

Princess 
Elizabeth, the crown shall go, first of all, 
to the late King Carlos’ only brother, Dom 
Alfonso, Duke of Oporto. He is a confirmed 
bachelor. But it is stipulated by the agree- 
ment that even should he marry and leave 
@ direct heir the latter would be barred 
from the succession, which would go to the 
Duke of Braganza’s youngest son, the now 
5 year old Prince Duarte. 

It is stated in the agreement that the eldest 
eon of the duke, Prince Miguel, duke of 
Vizeu, is excluded from the succession by 
virtue of his nonroya) marriage with Miss 
Anita Stewart of New York, stepdaughter 
and one of the helreases of that New York 
multi-millionaire known as Silent Smith.“ 
In fact, the marriage wae only sanctioned 
when Prince Miguel made @ renunciation of 
all his rights of succession to the chieftaincy 
of his house and to the throne of Portugal 
But no mention whatever is made in the pact 
of his next brother, Prince Francis Joseph 
of Braganza, who was his best man at his 
wedding, and who is now taking an active 
pert in the royalist risings in Portugal.

U. S. STEEL TAKES LEAD. 


Makes Net Gain of 1% Points;

New York, March 18.—(Speciak }—Without 
encouragement from the specific develop- 
ments of the day, the stock market resumed 
its advance after the day and a half reaction 
which had set in on Friday. 

The general level of prices did not quite 
reach the highest figures attained before last 
Friday’s reaction began, but the industrial 
group closed higher than on any previous 
day of this movement. 

United States Steel held the place of first 
prominence in the advance, making a ne 
gain for the day of 1%. Amalgamated Cop- 
per was notably strong, and among the 
issues having narrower markets than those 
enjoyed by the leaders of the list conspicu- 
ous place was taken by the American Can 
stocks, both of which made net gains in 
excess of 2 points. 

A further rise in Missouri Pacific attracted 
attention and gave rise to several apparently 
unfounded rumors. 


N. T. Stock Strength an Exception. 

The strength on the stock exchange was an 
exception in the world’s markets, for abroad 
there were evidences of more or less nervous- 
ness, Which found reflection in lower prices 
in London as well as on the bourses of Paris 
and Berlin. 

Looking at the returns of the national banks of 
the country under the call of Feb. 20, a summary 
of which was published from Washington today. 
in the Acht of the heavy borrowing which mer- 
chants are known to have done during the month 
of January, when a great deal of commercial 
paper was purchased by the banks at unusually 
low rates of discount, the loan increase of over 
$150,000,000 between Dec. 5 and Feb. 20, a period 
during which loans had been reduced the previous 
year, is another indication of increased trade 
demands for money, which bespeaks improving 
business conditions.

The department of agriculture estimates wheat 
stocks of interior mills and country elevators, ex- 
clusive of those at points of large accumulation 
on March 1, at 7. 710.000 bu, or 15.4 per cent of the 
last crop, against 98,597,000 bu, or 15.5 per cent 
last year. Farm reserves March 1 were placed at 
122,000,000 bu, against 162,000,000 bu a year ago. 
The visible yesterday showed a total of 54,380.000 
bu, against 36,562,000 bu a year ago. Tota! stocks 
of wheat in all positions in the country, taking the 
farm and invisibie stocks az of March 1, and the 
present visible supply, are 274,000,000 bu, against 
207,859,000 bu a year ago. This shows only 22. 
769,000 bu less wheat in all positions than a year 
ago. As it is generally believed the government 
was way too low on its spring wheat crop estimates 
and no allowance made for this in the figures on re- 
serves, it is probable that actual supplies available 
are at least as large as a year ago, and if the cash 
‘trade is any terion, they are larger than a year 
ago.
